Bull trout, under consideration for list-

-River drainage, 0 which includes the 
Gooding allotment 

■ Federal grazing standards allow only 
30 percent of the forage to be grazed. 
Forest officials had cited a permittee for 
violating that standard. 

But because forest officials did not 
properly document the overgrazing, the 
citation was withdrawn, range manage- 
ment specialist John Shelly said.

Defense lawyers attack reliability of FBI crime lab 


>. WASHINGTON (AP) — Once ' ■ 
; unassailable, the FBI crime lab is, 
rbow ammunition for defense 
lawyers seeking to overturn con-

No longer will' the testimony of 
bureau experts go .virtually 
•unchallenged, and questioning of

Armed with the critical report 
on the lab by the Justice 
^Department’s inspector general,

• -Jeffrey MacDonald asked a judge 
to reopen his murder case. In 
another high-profile case, a feder- 
al judge scheduled a hearing on 
the reliability of FBI evidence in 
an upcoming trial of two more ■ 
-World, Trade Center bombing 
defendants. 

Inspector General Michael 
Bromwich’s findings are also like- 
ly to have an impact on defense 
and prosecution strategies m the 
trials of Oklahoma City bombing 
defendant Timothy McVeigh and 
of alleged Unabomber Theodore 
Kaczynsld. 

In addition, defense attorneys 
across the nation are studying 
trial transcripts with an eye to

for appeals.- 

J, Albert Johnson, a defense 
attorney in Boston, said he was 
reviewing the files on three homi- 
cide cases that involved evidence 
supplied by the FBI crime lab. 

“The forensic evidence pro- 
duced by the FBI has heretofore 
not generally been. attacked,” 
said Johnson. “But disclosures 
concerning the faulty collection 
of evidence and the unscientific

Court denies challenge to tax-increase vote 


WASHINGTON — A federal appeals court has denied a challenge 

to a House rule, adopted after Republicans took control in 1995, thnt 
requires a three-fifths majority to raise federal income taxes. 

The U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals for the District of Columbia, 
in a 2-1 decision released Tuesday, denied a challenge by Rep. 
David Skaggs, D-Colo., and 26 other House members against a 
rule requiring a “supermajority” to approve a tax increase. The 
judges held that the plaintiffs did not have standing to bring the 


Study recommends anesthetic in circumcision 

BOSTON — A study recommends that doctors routinely use an 
anesthetic cream to ease the pain of circumcision in newborn boys. 

Typically, doctors give no pain relievers when they snip boys’ fore- 
skins shortly after birth. Mnny are concerned about the hazards of anal- 
gesics, and some believe that infants do not fed or remember pain. 

The new study tested using Emin, a cream made of the anesthetics 
lidocaine and prilocaine, during circumcisions. Even though the 
cream did not eliminate all pain, it appeared to be safe..

WASHINGTON (AP) — He can’t play golf yet — 
or eat as much as he wants — but President Clinton 
is getting closer to normal five weeks after knee 
surgery. 

The president no longer takes pam medication 
and has shed a few pounds since surgeons repaired 
the tendon he tore In his right knee when he fell at 
golfer Greg Norman’s home. He is zealously tackling 
his physical therapy regimen in hopes of abandoning 
hi* “stealth crutches" in about a month. 

But golf, Clinton’s favorite athletic pursuit, won’t 
be allowed for six more months, his doctors soy. 
Clinton says be intends to heal fully before hitting 
the tink« — he’s aware that the risk of hurting him- 
self again is high- ' 

“There’s just a limit to how much you can rush 
Mother Nature," the president said. Still, as his heli- 
copter whirred above a flooded golf course in North 
Dakota on Tuesday, he noted wistfully, “I hate every 
day! miss." 

The knee injury, suffered March 14 at Norman s 
home in Hobe Sound, FLl, made a mess of the presi- 
dential schedule. He canceled a one-day trip to 
Denmark and delayed trips to Mexico and South 
America. He abandoned his morning jogs, and had 
to surrender to Secretary of State Madeleine 
Albright the honor of throwing out the first pitch of 
the baseball season. . 

Clinton kept his appointment in Finland with 
Russian President Boris Yeltsin, although he had to 
sit in a wheelchair that was lifted from Air Force 
One to a specially equipped van. 

Now, though, the president has gotten a rhythm to 
hobbling about on his crutches. He travels by motor- 
cade rather than helicopter — Tuesday’s ride was his 
first since his injury — and he shakes hands at public 
appearances with his left hand while balancing on his 
crutches with his right 

He. proudly shows off his black metal, shock- 
absorbing crutches, which are about as tall as walk- 
ing canes and wrap around his forearms like 
bracelets. • ■ , 

“These are my stealth crutches. I think they were 
developed as an offshoot of B-2 technology, see, and 
I like them quite a lot," Clinton told reporters April 
■ 10 as he waved his right crutch in the air just before 
a Cabinet meeting. 

When getting into his limousine, Clinton hands his 
crutches to a Secret Service agent and backs in, dan- 
gling his leg out the door. The agent gently places 
the president’s leg inside the car, Clinton slides back 
onto the seat and off he goes. 

“He’s more and more mobile with each passing, 
day,” presidential spokesman Mike McCurry said. 
“He learned to adjust pretty quickly. We’re finding 
that it’s having less and less impact on his schedule." 

The president does two one-hour therapy sessions 
a day. He works his upper body by using his arms to 
pedal a machine that works like a bicycle. For aero- 
bic exercise, he pedals a stationary bike with his left 
leg, holding his injured right leg out at an angle. 
Clinton now has a 90-degree range of motion in his 
1 knee, progress that puts him ahead of schedule. White

Dalai Lama says China 
‘in process of changing’ 


WASHINGTON (AP) — 
Welcomed by President Clinton 
as an inspiration for religious 
freedom, the Dalai Lama 
expressed hope Wednesday for 
winning Tibetan autonomy from 
a China beset by internal doubts 
and outside pressures. 

“The self-confidence among 
Chinese leaders is no longer 
there,” said the Dalai Lama, 
draped in a traditional maroon 
Buddhist robe and yellow sash. 

The spiritual leader of Tibet 
contrasted today’s China, with its 
democracy movements and dis- 
sent, to past decades when 
Communist leaders had “genuine 
conviction that their system could 


achieve some happy society.” 

“I think the Chinese leadership 
themselves are in some sort of 
state of dilemma,” the Dalai 
Lama said in a speech to the 
World Parliamentarians Conven- 
tion on Tibet, which was meeting 
for two days on Capitol Hill. “The 
People’s Republic of China is in 
the process of changing." 

At the same time, he added, 
“The spirit of Tibet is strong. We 
are really determined. We never 
give up our hope.” 

His audience included several 
devoted followers, who stared his 
way with rapt attention, hands

Department personnel will be avail- 
able to help Smyer with some survey 
“work if he requests it. Water Resources 
' will consider any written evidence shaw- 
ling Smyer has obtained services from a 
• licensed engineer and developed a con- 
struction schedule to address concerns 
^lon the larger of his two dams. 

' The department ordered Smyer last 
.'•month to improve his dams for the safety .

•TWe’re trying as best we can in this to 
be' as cooperative as we can," said Dick 
Larsen, spokesman for Water Resources. 

Smyer said Wednesday evening he had 
not yet received the letter from Water 
Resources that defines its position. He 
said he will consult with his attorney, 
Don Chisholm, as soon as possible. 

“It sounds to me that I’m going to 
spend a lot of money fighting them',!*" 


A Water Resources survey last week of 
the dams concluded that the largest of 
Smyer’s dams is 20.4 feet high, which 
means it must meet the more strict engi- . 
neering standards required of dams 
more than 20 feet high. The department 
is giving Smyer the choice of either hir- 
ing a licensed engineer to bring the dam 


. into conipHance or to oversee lowering it 
to under 20 feet 

Smyer was puzzled by the calculation. 
He recalled Norm Young, administrator 
of Water Resources’ water management 
division, , saying in a previous meeting 
reported by The Times-News that S.myer 
would not be penalized if he made his 
dam slightly larger in an attempt to 
make it safer. 

Smyer also has been storing water 
behind the dam without a permit* 
because his outlet system is inadequate 
to prevent water storage or to release 
impounded water, Water Resources offi- 
cials say. 

The department settled questions 
about whether the smaller dam is in fact 
large enough to fall uniter its jurisdic- 
tion; Surveyors calculated the dam holds . 
13 acre-feet of water, arid any dam that 
holds more than 10 acre-feet of water is 
regulated. 


The department found the dam spill- 
way still is not large enough and must be 
widened and lowered. Those changes 
will reduce reservoir storage capacity, , 
and take the dam out from under depart- ' 
ment regulation as long, as it’s considered i 
to pose only a low risk to downstream 
property. 

The department is requiring Smyer to 
hire an engineer to design and construct 
i ditch to allow decreed water to 


pass by the large dam. 

Smyer has been building two dams 
south of Albion along Idaho Highway 77 
since the mid-1980s. They are intended 
for stock water, wildlife and recreational 
purposes. Smyer says they are meant to 
halt erosion, too. 

Water Resources received a petition in 
February from IS downstream property 
owners asking it to ensure the safety of 
the dams. 

The department already had begun to • 


inspect the dams before it ever received 
the petition, Larsen said. The petition 
probably added weight to the issue. 

“It told us clearly that there were con- 
; ceres with the citizens in the communi* 
,,ty,” he add. 

..ynJhe larger dam is built on Summit 
Creek and the smaller dam across Pine- 
Anton Creeks. Eventually, Smyer plans 
to connect the two dams into one. Water 
Resources estimates there is nearly 45 
acre-feet of storage capacity behind both 
dams. 

One acre-fpot of water covers an acre 
of land with a foot of water. 

The stream drainages bypass Albion to 
the east. The drainages pass through 
about six pieces of property in the 
Albion Valley before heading toward 
Dedo.

1990 California term limits 
initiative mled unconstitutional 


OAKLAND, Calif. (AP) — 
Term limits for California law- 
makers, approved by the voters 
in 1990, were ruled unconstitu- 
tional Wednesday by a federal 
judge. 

U.S. District Judge Claudia 
Wilken said the state may be able 
ta restrict the number of consecu- 
tive terms a legislator can serve. 
But she said the California initia- ■ 
tive, Proposition 140, went too for 
by imposing a lifetime ban on law- 
makers who have reached their 
term limits — three two-year terms 
in the Assembly, two four-year 
terms in the state Senate. 

“California’s extreme version 
of term limits imposes a severe 
burden on the right of its citizens 
to vote for candidates of their 
choice," Wilken wrote. 

She agreed to suspend her 
ruling during the state’s 
appeal. That probably means 
term limits will remain in 


effect for the 1998 elections. 

Attorney General Dan 
Lungren, whose office defend- 
ed the initiative, said he was 
disappointed that “the clear 
will of California voters” had 
been overturned. 

“Today’s decision fuels the 
‘ frustration citizens harbor toward 
a judiciary that all too often 
extinguishes their mandates,” 
Lungren said in a statement 

Former Assemblyman Tom" 
Bates, a Berkeley Democrat 
who sued when tertn limits pre- 
vented him from seeking re- 
election, said “I’m elated that I 
have had the opportunity to 
stop an undemocratic law. 
People who live in an assembly 
district should be able -to 
choose their own representa- 
tive for as long as they want 
to." 

Proposition 140 also set term 
limits for the governor and other 


state officials. But the ruling did 
not apply to those limits. 

Anticipating the ruling, state 
legislators have discussed putting 
a new term-limits measure on a 
future ballot, without a lifetime 
ban, but the lawmakers have not 
agreed on its contents. Wilken 
said she was expressing no opinion 
on the validity of any form of term 
limits besides Proposition 140. 

Immediately following the rul- 
ing, Assemblyman Rico Oiler 
introduced a constitutional 
amendment to re-establish the 
. term limits in Proposition 140, 
but without the lifetime limit. 

One key to tho ruling was the 
California Supreme Court’s refusal 
in 1991 to heed Lungrcn’s plea to 
interpret the initiative narrowly.

December. h 

In a harshly worded letter, the 
attorneys accused Boulder Police 
Department leadership of lacking 
“the objectivity nnd judgment 
necessary to find the killer of 
JonBenet Ramsey." 

They say the cancellation of 
the interviews “is the latest in an ' 
inexplicable series of events 
which appear to be senseless 
efforts to intimidate and smear 
the Ramseys.” , 

For example, authorities 
refused to release JonBenet's 
. body for burial unless, the Ramseys _ 
agreed to “a hostile interrogation" 
by authorities; legal action was nec- 
essary to secure the little girl’s 
body, the attorneys said. 

They contended the Ramseys 
have been cooperative, were 
interviewed Dec. 26 and offered 
another joint interview Jan. 18. 
Meanwhile, “law enforcement 
authorities bum several agencies 
have launched a cowardly smear 
campaign against John and 
Patsy,” the le tter said. 

The most recent interviews had 
been scheduled for 930 a.m. and 
1:30. p.m. Wednesday. The ses- 
sions were canceled about 4 p.m. 
Tuesday “because Boulder Police 
Department leadership no longer 
agreed to the format of the inter- 
views — despite previous state- 
1 ments to the contrary,” according 
to the letter.

Bush says U.S. military 
advances will deter war 


LAS VEGAS (AP) — 
Technological advances show- 
cased during the Gulf War will 
help to deter future conflicts 
because the credibility of 
American and coalition fighting 
forces gained new stature around 
the world, former President Bush 
said Wednesday. 

Bush made the observation as 
the keynote speaker at the 50th 
anniversary of the U.S. Air Force 
celebration. 

In the speech, Bush outlined 
the trying days leading up to the • 
launching of Operation Desert 
Shield, in which U.S.-led air operr 
ations crippled Saddam Hussein’s 
vaunted military. 

“Til never forget the tension I 
felt the night before the battle 
began," Bush said. “Nor will I 
ever forget the relief I felt as our 
pilots and weapons lived up to 
their promise. The skill of our 
coalition pilots and the amazing 
accuracy with which those 
weapons performed spared an 
awful lot of civilian life. It 
enabled us to spare monuments 


and day care centers. And in 
the process we softened up the 
defenses of a brutal aggres- 
sor." 

The former president noted 
more than 116,000 allied air sor- 
ties were flown during the course 
of the war, with 37 planes wette 
lost in combat. He said it was “37 . 
too many,” but added it was 
remarkable considering the chal- 
lenges faring the pilots. 

“Thanks to ypur determination 
and skill, we owned the sky from 
the start, and the contributions 
that made to our ultimate victory 
were crucial,” Bush said. • - , 

Bush called Desert Shield the 
Air Force’s “finest hour in its 50 
years.” 

Bush said he faced opposition 
•not only from critics such as' Pat 
Buchanan and Ross Perot on die 
right, but from' every Democratic 
leader in Congress. He compared 
that to World War II when the 
country was reunited and patrio- 
tism soared.

EAGLE,' Colo, (AP) — An Air Force sergeant, 
trained to rescue downed pilots behind enemy lines, 
dropped by cable to a snowy Rocky Mountain peak 
Wednesday and retrieved two pieces believed to be, 
- from the wreckage of a missing A-10 Thunderbolt 
Both pieces had markings on them. Maj. Gen. Nels 
Running said the markings were being analyzed in 
. an effort to match them to the A-10, last seen three 
weeks ago over Arizona. 

' He made it deai he had little doubt. Last week he 
, said he was 993 percent certain. On Wednesday he 
said, Tm more certain." 

Running noted the manufacturer of the A-10 had 
gone out of business, making it more difficult to 
identify the pieces found near Gold Dust Peak in the 
; Holy Cross Wilderness Area. 

“Tm just hoping that the research doesn’t take too 
long," Running said. In the meantime, the parares- 
cue team flew to the area again to try to recover 
more pieces before a late, spring storm dumps heavy 
. snow on the site. * 

The pieces were small enough to fit in a market 
shopping basket which specializes in high tech win- 



ter clothes and mountain climbing gear. 

One piece was plastic-insulated tubing and 
wires, described as part of a device used to control 
flaps. The other piece was mecal, and had the 
markings of turbine parts manufactured by 
General Electric. 

The wreckage was discovered Sunday 15 miles 
southwest of Vail, some 800 fniles off course. 

There was no sign of Air Force Capt. Craig 
Button at the wreck site, where heavy snow hin- 
dered the recovery efforts of Tech; Sgt. Ishmael 
• Antonio, 

Lt. Col. Robin Chandler said the trip down, the 
hoist wasn’t particularly difficult for Antonio but the 
pilot of the TH-53 fought hard to keep the helicopter 
hovering nearby. 

Running s&id Antonio at first tried to pick up the 
biggest pi etc of wreckage, one shown in pictures 
released Tuesday. But it turned out to be bigger 
than he was, and he couldn’t wrestle it from the 
snow. He took a couple of other small pieces he

found nearby instead. 

Running said, “We don’t need that (the big 
piece)" and he had congratulated the crew and res- 
cue team for bringing out enough to make identifica- 
tion possible. 

■ The TH-53 helicopter, based in New Mexico, 
couldn’t even reach the search headquarters 
Monday because of a near blizzard. 

The morning began with two members of the 
pararescue team boarding an Army National Guard 
helicopter for an aerial inspection of the site, with 
orders to descend if it appeared safe. 

Shortly after the Huey took off, a second Huey, on 
a training mission, radioed in that the peak was 
clear. The Huey carrying Antonio returned to the 
airport and he boarded the TH-53, call sign 
Moccasin. 

One hour and three minutes after it took off, guid- 
ed to the site by one of the Army helicopters, it 
' returned with its cargo.

SALMON (AP) — About 20 
people in the Salmon area got a 
shock recently when they learned 
that a new magistrate is serious 
about collecting unpaid minor 
fines. 

They found out about it when 
Magistrate Jerry Meyers, who 
took over the Lemhi County 
bench last month, started issuing 
arrest warrants. 

Meyers said he found people 
have been ignoring misdemeanor 
fines, with some files dating back 
into the 1980s and several subse- 
quent offenses. 

“They’ve just been laughing at 
us,” Meyers said. 

The laughing stopped after 
Meyers issued bench warrants for 
the arrest of 19 people who 
ignored an order to appear in 
court. Of the 20 people called to 


that hearing, only one showed up. 

One by-one, offenders have 
been hauled in. Those who can’t 
pay and don’t have a good excuse 
must pay off the fine or serve a 
day in jail for each $35 owed. 

Even those who. five, elsewhere 
in Idaho will he arrested if they 
owe back fines in Lemhi County. 

Meyers said since word about 
the arrests has gotten out, there 
has been a steady stream of peo- 
ple coming in to pay back fines. 
County officials have even simpli- 
fied the process so offenders can 
pay with credit cards. 

Since January, the county has 
collected more than $24,000 in 
misdemeanor fines, 61 percent 
more than last year for the same 
period. Misdemeanor fines are 
the only kind collected by magis- 
trate cotut.

LIMA, Peru (AP) —Tipped by 
a hidden radio receiver that res- 
cuers were about to blow their 
way' into the Japanese ambas- 
sador’s home, one of the 72 
hostages thought it was a joke — \ 
gallows humor. '*

warning seemed likfean eternity^... 

Downstairs iix the reception 
area, eight rebels wearing the T- 
shirts ot their favorite Peruvian 
teams were having fun, playing a , 
fouiHwi-four game of soccer with 
a makeshift ball made out of 
rolled-up, taped .curtain. 

■With a boom, the floor sudden- 
ly buckled beneath the rebels 
from a blast set off in a t unn el 
dug under die reception hoik and 
140 commandos rushed in with 
guns crackling. After four tense 
months of captivity, the hostages 
were free, all 14 of their guerrilla 
captors dead. 

Also dead was one hostage and 
two soldiers. But exactly how did . 
Peru’s security forces pull off a 
raid that rivaled some of the 
most stunning hostage rescues in 
years? 

With patience, detailed plan- 
ning ana even a bold warning to 
the hostages just ahead of the 
raid. 

“Well free you in three min- 
utes,” authorities reportedly told 
a retired naval officer who had 
been able to hide his radio ., 
receiver- from rebels the entire 
four months he was in captivity. 
The hostage, identified by Lima’s 
£1 Sol newspaper as retired Adm. 
Luis Giompietri Rojas, quickly 
passed the word on to the others. 

For Bolivian Ambassador Jorge 
Gumurio, the wait “seemed like 
forever.” 

Another captive, Roman 
Catholic priest Juan Julio Wicht, 
had just finished a game of chess 
when someone whispered that 
the rescue was imminent. 

“He tells us that they’re going 
to free us in a few minutes, every- 
thing will be OK. I thought it was 
a joke, because we’ve made a lot 
of black-humor jokes,” he said. 

But Wicht told Peruvian televi- 
sion that he noticed “a lot of 
troop movement around the resi- 
dence, more than usual, while 
the guerrillas were on the ground 


The rebels, many of them teen- 
agers, had been careless. 
Frustrated by months of being 
cooped up in the mansion, they 
had been playing soccer for- 20

Nestor Cerpa was among the 
players. 

Suddenly the floor exploded 
below their feet. Police had bur- 
rowed under the building over 
the months since the Dec. 17 
takeover, monitoring rebel- dis-

Looking down from upstairs, 
three guerrillas who were watch- 
ing the soccer game in the recep- 
tion area and another three who 
were on guard barely had time to 
react A few tried to open fire. 

One threw a grenade that 
killed at least one of the two sol- 
diers who died, said Gumudo, 
the Bolivian ambassador. 

But commandos were every- 
where, blasting through the front 
door, blowing a' hole in the roof 
and even popping up like moles 
olit of a tunnel that let out in the 
garden.

‘ A now: squabble has broken out' 
between thousands of *mnH businesses 
and the Internal Revenue Service over 
the IRS’s latest effort to collect more 
„ taxes electronically. 

At the direction of Congress, the IRS 
has created a new electronic system for 
collecting federal payroll and income 
taxes from businesses, and plans to 
implement it' July 1. The agency says the 
; new system Is. easy, fast and convenient, 
...and many businesses agree. But thou- ‘ 
' sands of other businesses say the system 
; isn’t ready, they are not ready, and are 
; ’calling on lawmakers to delay it. 

Currently, only the largest businesses 

■ are required to deposit their federal 
taxes electronically. Other firms. take 
their tax. deposits to the bank at the 

; same time they take their other deposits, 

; fill out a coupon, and the bank transmits

NEW YORK — Big-name technology 
stocks surged Wednesday before IBM’s 
earnings report, but the broad market 
wandered lower as interest rates rose, 
draining the momentum behind 
Tuesday’s blue-chip rally. 

The Dow Jones industrial average fell 
-20.87 to 6,812.72, -with investors finding 
few' incentives to bid prices higher after 
Tuesday’s 173-point jump, a buying fren- 
zy based more on emotion than any news 
developments. 

Although most broad market indica- 
tors also edged lower, some analysts 
found Wednesday's activity more encour- 
aging because of the strength in the 
struggling Nasdaq market. 

“The Nasdaq rising speaks to the hope 
that perhaps there is life in the technolo- 
gy sector and that the smaller stocks 
might start to do better. They've lan- 


guished for a year now," said Joe 
Battipaglia, chief investment strategist at 
Gruntal & Co. “You wouldn’t really 
expect (a follow-through to Tuesday’s 
rally). What happened yesterday is 
beyond description." 

The flow of strong earnings reports 
continued with better-than-expected 
results from Dow components DuPont 
and Disney, but investors were paying 
more attention to the bond market; 
where interest rates moved back up to 
unsettling levels after a one-day drop. 

Stocks and bonds have steadied some- 
what over the past week and a half after 
sliding sharply for a month amid mount- 
ing fears of rising inflation and interest 
rates. “It’s a battle between those who 
believe companies with strong earnings 
will do better over the balance of year 
and those who are concerned about high- 
er interest rates,” said'Alan Ackerman, 
at Fahnestock & Co.

. BOISE — The state Fish and Game 


Commission has approved a plan for nlanag- 
ing sandhill cranes in eastern Idaho that 
includes some hunting and use of lure crops 
to protect commercial fields. ‘ 

Only minor changes were made from the 
Department of Fish and Game’s draft recom- 
mendations before the plan was approved 
unanimously. It was developed in response 
to eastern Idaho farmers who complained 
that cranes were destroying their grain and 
potato crops. 

Under tne guidelines. Fish and Game offi- 

• cera will respond to damage complaints for 
■ which the department is responsible within 
','•48 hours. 

* . Between 600 and 1,000 acres of lure cr ops 
to divert the cranes away from private fields 
will be maintained, and federal kill permits 
may be requested to remove cranes' from 
severely damaged areas. 

If kill permits are denied, some controlled 
sport hunting on cranes would be main- 
tained. Farmers will be given information to • 
better minimize damage, and that destruc- 
tion will be documented. 

Last year was the first time since 1916 
that the state allowed sandhill cranes to be 
hunted About 20 were shot 
Ketchum attorney Debra; Kronenberg 
petitioned the Fish and Game Commission 
to stop the hunt last winter on behalf of the

Cannon, who is gathering input 
before drafting a bill to expand 
the park, said the proposal would 
help the state exchange nearby 
school trust lands. . 

The lands dot Utah’s map and 
comprise about 5 percent of the 
state’s educational budget. They 
are held in trust for the benefit of : 
Utah schoolchildren and are 
administered by the School and 
Institutional Trust Lands 
Administration. 

The 3,800-acre expansion 
would overlap one square mile of 
school trust lands. Cannon pro- 
poses to swap that land for prop- 
erty elsewhere in Grand County.

An estimated 300 to 500 of the 
released quail ’ — which have 18-month 
life spans — are believed to currently 
roam the refuge. 

At a time of federal cutbacks, the pro- 


ject’s seemingly meager results ore gen- 
erating questions with broad implica- 
tions: Should there be a limit on spend- 
ing for recovery projects with question- 
able results? And should federal wildlife 
agencies be held accountable for the eco- 
nomic impacts of such projects on sur- 
rounding communities? 

The rift between Shifflett and live- 
stock producers and their backers is 
deep and wide. 

Shifflett steadfastly insists his agency’s 
recovery operations are not based on 
cost-benefit analyses and that he oper- 


ates under laws and policies that dictate 
cattle are not compatible with the long- 
range objectives of the refuge 

Beyond that, his refuge includes a 
wide range of threatened wildlife and 
plants, ns well ns world-class bird-watch- 
Ing areas. 

Nonetheless, the Arizona Legislature 
this month is expected to approve a mea- 
sure urging Congress to audit the refuge, 
which cost more than $35 million to buy 
and has grown from 111,000 acres to 
about 118,000 acres since it was estab- 
lished in 1985.
